Remarks/ Arguments: 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office Action mailed April 
10, 2007. 

Claims 1-68 were pending in the Application prior to the outstanding Office Action. In 
the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-31. Reconsideration of the rejections is 
requested. 

Claims 7, 24, 40, 57 and 68 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
double patenting over claims 1,17, 32, 48 and 64 of copending Application No. 10/786,752. 

A terminal disclaimer is enclosed with this response. 

Claim 68 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101. Claim 68 has been amended to be a machine 
readable medium claim. 

Claims 1, 2, 7, 9, 10, 13-19, 24, 26, 29-34, 35, 40, 42, 43, 46-52, 57, 59, 60, 63-68 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Anuff (US 2002/0029296 Al). 

Claims 3, 4, 5, 11, 20, 21, 22, 27, 36, 37, 38, 44, 53, 54, 55, 61 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anuff (US 2002/0029296 Al) in view of Sollenberger 
(US 2002/0152279 A 1). 

Independent claims 1, 18, 34, 51 and 68 as amended now include the limitation that 
“wherein the entitlement is based on a user role”. This is not shown or made obvious by the 
prior art. 

For example, paragraph 26 of Anuff does not concern the use of Roles. 

For this reason, these independent claims and their dependent claims are believed to be 
allowable. 

In light of the above, it is respectfully submitted that all of the claims now pending in the 
subject patent application should be allowable, and a Notice of Allowance is requested. The 
Examiner is respectfully requested to telephone the undersigned if they can assist in any way in 
expediting issuance of a patent.
